of a forest fire in the melodrama, and when
they were safely through the smoke that
wad covering the Brooklyn end of the
bridge from a fire down on Water street
they agreed that they preferred to be
spectators rather than participants in
such a scene,

The fire was in one of four sheds that
the city uses for storing old lumber of
the Dock Department in the rear of the
Ryan-Parker Construction Company’s
plamt at 21 Water street. Some oneona
bridge car threw down a lighted cigarette
on the shed's tarred roof and in about
five minutes Charles A. Clark, foreman of
the Borough Development Company's
dump on Water street, found a blaze eat-
ing into the stacked up lumber under the
shed. The fire jumped to the three other
sheds before the fire apparatus arrived
and a heavycloud of smoke began rolling
up around the bridge structure, fifty or
sixty feet overhead.

At about this time the open car saled
into the murk and all the passengers held
handkerchiefs to their faces. On the
wooden planking of the north roadway of
the bridge little yparks showed and Capt.
Bourke, in charge of the b uad,
saw that frouble was coming. aog«od
all trafic ou the bri hofd up, and for
twenty minutes oars ked up at either
end of the brlgre. Bar.lﬁ homegoera suf-
fered in anything but silenoce and motor-
men and conductors swore placidly.

The firemen under Chlefl ly had in
the meantime run their hose from a high
pressure pipe at the foot of the Broo!
tower up to a few feet below the bri
promenade and they soon had all the
sparks on the bridge put out. .

Down below a stiff southweat wind was
driving the sparks from the sheds to the
warehouees of the American Tobacco
Company and across the street to a lot
full of lumber. The fire didn't do much
damage to the tobacco house, but it
wiped out completely the sheds at a loss
of about $2,000,

|CHARTER DRAFT NEXT MONDAY

SO LEGISLATURE HOPES TO
GO HOME ON JULY &,

Final Draft of Charter Belng Scheduled
for Jaly 1--Senate Passes the Grady
Bill Requiring Editordal Articles to
Be Sigued by the Writers of Them.

ALBRaNY, June 20, Majority Leader
Robert F. Wagner of the State Senate
said to-day that he hoped to get things
in shape so the lLegislature will be able
to adjourn finally at noon on Saturday,
July 8. The first draft of the New York
olty charter is promised for next Mon-
day and the final draft by Saturday, July
1. The Democratic legislative leaders
expect to get nearly all of the important
legislation through both houses before
& recess is taken over the Fourth of July,
from Friday, June 30, until Wednesday,
July 6, when the Legislature can come
back and pase the charter,

Bportemen who hunt game will halt
and give Benator Frawley's bill, which the
Btate Benate Forest, Fish and C(iame
Committes reportod favorably to-day,
oareful study befors they start. Senator
Frawley's bill amends the forest, fish
and game law, prohibiting the use of any
sutomatic or repeating shotgun or pump-
gun or any other firearm holding more
than two cartridges at any one time or
that may be fired more than twice with-
out reloading in the shooting of any bird,
fowl or animal for whioh a close season is
provided. Violators of this proposed
law are punishable by a fine of $100 for
each offence, and in addition pay a penalty
of $28 for each bird, fowl or animal taken
in violation thereof.

The Benate Finance Committee to-day
reported favorably the nomination by
Gov.
